His poems are only inferior to 
the best in our national literature, beeause 
he lacked the industry or the care to make 
them superior, A poem is a work of art, 
of which genius is only the raw muterial—- 
the poet who wonkd live hereafter, as such, 
must patiently chisel his marble into forms 
of beauty.

Fishes of California. 

‘The quadrupeds and birds which inhabit the 
region between the Sierra Nevada and the 
Pacific have been for several years studied 
with some degree of care ; and descriptions 
have been published in our eastern cities and 
in Europe, until we are tolerably well ac- 
quainted with that portion of the Natural 
History of California. The fishes, on thecon- 
trary, have been almost entirely neglected, 
ahd of the numerous species which occupy 
our mountain lakes and streams, or our coast 
waters, very few have yet been made known 
with any scientific accuracy. This ought 
not to be. And, inasmuch as the work, if we 
fail to accomplish it among ourselves, will, 
without doubt; be taken from our hands, and 
the results published abroad, thus losing to 
California the credit of illustrating her own 
productions, it is hoped that many will be 
willing to lend their aid in developing the 
Icthyology of our State. 

_ The assistance desired is in the collection 
of specimens. Those collected in any and 


every portion of the State, will be extremely . 


acceptable. All that is needed for their 
preservation is to place them in a vessel con- 
taining Alcohol, or any kind of ardent spirits 
—except gin. Or, better still, if they can be 
sent so as to reach the subscriber within 
two days of the time of their capture, they 
may be merely packed with moist grass or 
straw in a box, taking care that they do not 
chafe against each other. The species ordi- 
narily sent to our markets, of course, can be 
procured here; all others are desirable. In 
particular may be mentioned the Speckled 
Trout or Brook Trout, as two or three species 
are very probably included under those 
names, in different parts of the State. All 
the small fishes of the mountain streams are 
especially requested. 

The subscriber has already published a 
number of descriptionsof our fishes, of which 
the two in this week’s Paciflc—Labrus pulcher 
and Hemitripterus marmoratus may be taken 
as examples. He hopes to continue the se- 
ries. Donations of specimens received will 
be acknowledged with each publication, and 
we may thus soon settle the geographical dis- 
tribution of our species. j

Kp. Paciric.—Peaches and cream! To 
say nothing of delicious pears, figs and mel- 
ons, fresh peaches and cream. None of your 
pale, canned, tinny article with still paler 
milk, but the ripe fruit just from the trees, 
and cream that is cream. And the trees! 
Just two years ago I saw them. They were 
then little settings just planted, getting root 
inthe rich earth, and bearing their first crop 
of leaves. Now they are a forest of peach 
trees filled with fruit. Many of the branches 
have to be propped up to prevent their break- 
ing down to the ground with the weight of 
the fruit they have borne. It does one good 
to look upon fruits so abundant, and so soon 
produced in this country. I was walking the 
other day in an orchard of over eight thousand 
apple trees. Some of them have been set out 
between two and three years, and most of 
these are bearing. Many are bending be- 
neath the weight of the most choice varieties 
of apples, that promise a great deal when 
they are ripe and mellow. One little tree in 
particular, not larger than a man’s thumb, and 
about five feet in height, bears eighteen ap-— 
ples, closely set upon its little trunk, for it 
has no branches yet. 

The orchards that I refer to are the most 
advanced that I have seen. Many of the 
trees were planted a year or two earlier than 
most of those now growing in the Valley. 
But there are orchards and vineyards on eve- 
ry hand following rapidly on in matarity. 
They are more numerous than most people 
have any idea of, and they will soon show 
what California -soil and climate will do in 
producing fruit; and its culture is carried to 
gteat perfection. Not only every kind of 
fruit is sought by these horticulturists, but 
every known variety of each kind. And 
each variety is cultivated by itself, with ref- 
erence to bringing it to the utmost perfection. 
This is particularly true of peaches, straw- 
berries, apples and pears. But cherries,grapes, 
figs, plums, &c., are not forgotten. It has long 
been clear that fruit willin a few years be ve- 
ry abundant here. But now its cultuwe prom- 
ises to be carried to extraordinary perfection, 
so that our markets will offer the choicest va- 
rieties of every kind. And I am told that 
fruit trees have been planted in great abund- 
ance in many places in the mountains, and 
in the upper valleys. If so, our State will, 
in a few years, be provided with many of the 
choicest luxuries of the workl. And when 
thinking of this, it is pleasant to remember 
that every thing of this kind has to do with 
the refinement of taste and holds no unim- 
portant relation to the improvement of the 
mprals of society. When homes are sur- 
surrounded with orchar:is and gardens, filled: 
with fruits and flowers, the feelings and 
tastes of those who dwell in them will be 
more influenced than we are apt to think. 
It is easy to see what a material effect it

At Douglas’ Flat there are two extensive 
tunnels, monuments of skill, indomitable per- 
severance and herculean labor. The first is 
the Ohio Tunnel, owned. and worked by 
Messrs. ays, Benson, Auditt, & Co.,—nine

and will continue it about five bundred feet 
farther. It is in the centre of a very rich 
“ lead,” from 40 to 60 feet wide, and from four 
to eight in thickness. They have no water 
now, but are constantly running out car loads 
of the “ auriferous,” to be washed out when 
the rains come. They occasionally wash out 
a pan full to test its quality. The morning I 
was there, one of them, as he came out to 
breakfast, washed out a pan, and found some- 
thing over $26. They are confident that they 
have struck a fortune. Indeed, they would 
not give a dime to be assured of that. And 
they deserve it, if labor ever deserves reward. 
There is another tunnel called the South 
Western. It isin a continuation of the same 
“lead” above mentioned. It is,however,much 
more extensive. Itis 1400 feet in length, 
cut entirely through the hill from Douglas’ 
Flat to Murphy's. At present they have no 
water, save what comes from their tunnel, 
which serves them for three or four hours pet. 
day. 

At Murphy’s, I pnt up at “ Kline’s Hotel.” 
This, you know, is strictly a temperance 
house. With a few rare exceptions, the tem- 
perance houses, so called, with which it has 
been my lot tobecome acquainted, have been 
a disgrace tothe name and a burlesvue on 
‘the cause. Their stock in trade seems to 
have consisted of three things, to wit: cold 
receptions, short fare, and poor at that, and a. 
superabundanee of filth from table to sleep- 
ing rooms, including both extremes. But 
Kline's Hotel is exactly the opposite. Mr. 
Kline is himself a Christian man, and is the 
head of a large Christian family. His is an 
orderly and well kept house. On the table 
you will find all the substantials, well pre- 
pared and arrayed in the most inviting man- 
ner. Your sleeping apartment is thoroughly 


| “swept and garnished,” amply supplied with | 


pure air and pure water, to which you may 
add towels and sheets as white as the driven 
snow. It is in fact what a temperance house 
always should be, a traveler’s home. 

Some ten miles N. N. West of Murphy's 
It is a new mining town. The 
ground at that place and in the vicinity it 
is supposed to be more than usually rich in 
the oro. They will have an abundance of 
water there from the San Antonio in a short 
time. 

But the chief attraction of the place for 
travelers is the enormous Cave under one of 
the lime stone hills that form the valley. I. 
have not time to go into a description of it ; 
but will simply say that an entrance has been 
made from the Creek nearly on a level with 
the bottom of the Cave. You can now wind 
your way about under ground for nearly a 
mile. It has just begun to be explored, but 
it-is known to be much more extensive than 
the parts that are now accessible to the visi- 
tor. The proprietors, Messrs. McGee & 
Angell, are enterprising young men, and have 
expended large sums in removing the obsta- 
cles that once made it diflicult for the visitor 
to wend his: way through its devious and 
labyrinthian avenues. But as far as it is 
explored every portion is now quite easy of 
access. 

One of the proprietors, Mr. McGee, a very 
pleasant and obliging gentlemen, was our 
guide. We each tvok a lighted candle and 
followed him. Our way was through a suc- 
cession of dark avenues, into rooms equally 
as dark—reminding one of an enormous un- | 
der-ground palace long since deserted by its

water is as clear as crystal and cold as ice.

Specimens are often seen weighing six to 
eight pounds.
